East-West Agreement On Berlin Beginning To Appear

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UP) 
—The rough outline of a pos­ 
sible East-West agreement to 
end the Berlin crisis is begin­ 
ning to appear in official state­ 
ments, including P re s i d e n t 
John F. Kennedy's speech to 
the United Nations. 


This development indicated 
today, as some Western diplo­ 


mats are saying privately, that 
sooner or later the Soviet Un­ 
ion and the Allied powers will 
agree on a compromise for-1 
mula for opening negotiations 
to see whether a deal is pos­ 
sible. 
What is highly uncertain is 
whether the formula can be 
worked out in Western diplo­ 
matic talks now under way 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 


Andrei A. Gromyko. The talks 
could produce accord in the 
next few days if Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev is ready to 
ease the tensions over Berlin 
a bit. If he is not, the current 
efforts of, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Home will end 
in failure. 
Should 
these 
preliminary 
discussions collapse, however. 


the prospect is that some new 
effort to arrange negotiations 
will be undertaken later in the 
fall. Western leaders seem pri- 
| vately convinced of this be­ 
cause the alternative to a Ber­ 
lin settlement may well be a 
I nuclear war. 
Kennedy told the United Na­ 
tions yesterday the Western 
powers are determined to de­ 
fend West Berlin “by whatever 


means are forced upon them .’' 
But he expressed confidence 
that “firmness and reason” can 
lead to a peaceful solution. 
The president stopped short 
of saying what kind of solution 
might be acceptable to the 
United States and its Allies. 
Kennedy 
said 
the 
United 
States 
recognized 
that 
Ger­ 
many could be kept divided by 
troops and tanks. His guarded 


statement implied acceptance 
indefinitely of the existing di­ 
vision of Germany. Such ac­ 
ceptance could lead to Western 
accommodation to Communist 
authority in East Germany. 
Khrushchev 
long 
has 
de­ 
manded that the Western pow­ 
ers recognize the East German 
Communist regime. The impli­ 
cations of what Kennedy said 
stop far short of full recogni­ 


tion. but the foreign ministers 
of the United States, Britain, 
France and West G e r m a n y 
have talked over privbtely the 
possibility of accepting the fact 
of Red rule in East Germany. 
Kennedy said he believed an 
agreement could be worked out 
that would protect “the free­ 
dom of West Berlin and Allied 
presence and access.” 
This comes close to the crux 
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of the m atter because Khrush­ 
chev clearly wants A l l i e d 
troops withdrawn. But he also 
has talked a great deal about 
guaranteeing Wvest Berlin as a 
“free city” and also guarantee­ 
ing access. The gap between 
his 
position 
and 
Kennedy’s 
could be a subject of negotia­ 
tion, diplomats say, though he 
would have to accept the pres­ 
ence of W estern troops.

Foster, a Republican and for­ 
mer boss of the foreign - aid 
program, to head the new' arms 
control and disarmament agen­ 
cy created by Congress. 
The chief executive, shortly 
before leaving New York for a 
week's 
holiday 
at 
Newport, 
R.I., signed a bill setting up the 
agency which will coordinate 
all American disarmament ef­ 
forts and follow through on 
the broad step-by-step disarma­ 
ment plan he presented to the 
United Nations yesterday. 
Foster was present as Ken­ 
nedy signed the measure.

Roy E. Simpson today an­ 
nounced he will not seek re- 
election next year as state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction, and the possibility 
appeared that two Marin ed­ 
ucators may seek the post. 


Virgil S. Hollis, Marin Coun­ 
ty superintendent, who h a s 
s a i d for some time that he 
might be a candidate for state 
superintendent, said today he 
has not made up his mind but 
“will have an announcement 
to m a k e in the next f e w 
weeks.” 
Wallace W. Hall, former Ma­ 
rin County superintendent w'ho 
was named by Simpson last 
week as head of a new state 
division of higher education, 
said: 


NEW ASSIGNMENT 
“I have a new assignment as 
chief of the division of higher 
education. It certainly in days 
and w'eeks ahead will take all 
my time to fulfill as I think it 
should be fulfilled, and as I 
know the people expect me to 
fulfill it. 
“How'ever, if there is a feel­ 
ing on the part of professional 
people and the public of the 
state that I should consider 
running for state superinten­ 
dent, I certainly will give con­ 
sideration to it. I'm not going 
to close the door.” 
Hall was presiding at a meet­ 
ing of the State Department of 
Education professional staff in 
Sacramento this morning at 
which Simpson announced he 
would not be a candidate. 


MAKING SPEECH 
Hollis was in Los Angeles 
County. He went to Southern 
California yesterdav for a ser­ 
ies of speeches this week on 
communism in the schools. His 
t r i p had been regarded in 
s o m e quarters as unofficial 
opening of his campaign. 
Hollis was elected county su­ 
perintendent in 1958. a f t e r 
Hall resigned to accept ap­ 
pointment as assistant state 
superintendent. 
Simpson, 68. said he intends 
to finish out his term, preclud­ 
ing Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
from naming a successor. Simp­ 
son is a Republican. 
In announcing his retirem ent 
at the end of the t e r m , he 
urged that voters choose some­ 
one for the $20,000-a-year job 
who is “capable of providing 
t h e dynamic leadership de­ 
manded by the times.” 
Simpson has served 16 years 
in the office, first appointed by 
Gov. Earl W arren then elected 
three times.

WASHINGTON UP—'The cost 
of living dipped one-tenth of 
one per cent in August, the 
Labor Department announced 
today, mainly because of plen­ 
tiful fresh foods at lower cost. 


The department said con­ 
sumer prices have risen one- 
half of one per cent in the 
first eight months of this year, 
“ less than during any compar­ 
able period since 1955.” 
This stability was achieved 
jn spite of July’s jump of near­ 
ly one-half of one per cent I 
which carried the index to a 
record of 128.1 per cent of the 
1947-49 average, used as a . 
base. The dow nward movement1 
last month brought the level to 
128 per cent. 
That meant that the typical 
assortment of goods and serv-! 
ices making up the living costs 
of the average city family cost 
28 per cent more in August 
than in the period immediately 
after World War II. 
Ewan Clague. commissioner 
of the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics. said the net advance for 
this vear stemmed mainly from 
steady increases in the cost of 
used cars and the price of vari­ 
ous services including rents, 
medical 
care, 
entertainment 
costs and public transportation. 
Clague predicted the index 
w ill show a rise for September, 
for two reasons — an increase 


in used car prices is expected 
before the arrival of new mod-' 
els on the market, and the in­ 
troduction of fall clothing lines 
will boost the apparel index 
following the late season sum­ 
mer clearance sales. 
October's i ndex normally 
would rise, Clague said, be­ 
cause of new-car models selling 
at or near their list prices.

controversies that were to mark 
his tenure. 
Wilson at first balked at de­ 
mands he sever all connec­ 
tions with General Motors, one 
of the top defense contractors. 
But he finally agreed, rem ark­ 
ing that he was being forced 
to take “quite a pay cut.” 
It cost him more than one 
million dollars to sell his G.M. 
stock and he gave up a $600,- 
000-plus salary for the $22,500 
defense job. 
Another of his famous and 
controversial 
rem arks 
came 
when reporters began asking 
him questions as he left the 
White House one day. 
“This isn’t my dung hill,” 
Wilson 
said 
of 
the 
White 
House. 
Wilson left the Defense De­ 
partment in 1957, and since 
has lived largely in semi-re­ 
tirement. 
Wilson had complained yes­ 
terday of suffering from a 
slight case of indigestion. He 
had 
spent 
the 
day 
riding 
around the plantation in a 
jeep and puttering around his 
pre-Civil War house. 
Wilson was a genius at elec­ 
trical engineering, graduating 
from Carnegie Tech at 19. But 
he made his name in the world 
as a manager of men. 
Upon being named president 
of General Motors in January 
1941, he told an interviewer: 
“I believed in education; I be­ 
lieved in work and production 
—to do something always fas­ 
cinated 
me, 
and 
I 
always 
thought it worthwhile to get 
along with people. I lived at a 
very favorable time. I saw the 
country develop in an industri­ 
al and productive way.” 
Wilson ran General Motors 
for 11 years. Under his leader­ 
ship the giant automobile com­ 
pany was converted into the 
world’s biggest 
producer of 
war material. 
With the coming of peace, 
Wilson returned the company 
to full-scale auto production in 
record time. 
Wilson was born in Minerva, 
Ohio, July 18. 1890, and moved 
to Mineral City, Ohio, when he 
was 4. His father was principal 
of the Minerva school and his 
mother had been a teacher. 
He was graduated from high 
school at 15. After Carnegie 
Tech he became an apprentice 
at Westinghouse where in 1912 
he 
designed 
an 
automobile 
starter motor made by that 
company. 
Survivors include his widow, 
the former Jessie Ann Curtis 
whom he married in 1912; and 
six children, three sons and 
three daughters.

TODAY'S EDIT ORIAL 
If Tunnel Not Rebuilt, 
Rail Service Will Die 


If the Northwestern Pacific tunnel 
under Puerto Suello hill is not reopened, 
we can tell the railroad good bye. 
In our opinion, it will only be a ques­ 
tion of time until rail traffic declines 
sufficiently and costs rise sufficiently to 
put the Northwestern Pacific out of bus­ 
iness in San Rafael and the rest of cen­ 
tral Marin County, if the tunnel remains 
closed. 
In applying to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission for permission to 
abandon the tunnel— closed since it col­ 
lapsed during a fire last July 20— the 
railroad suggested that service to San 
Rafael and Central Marin could be pro­ 
vided via railroad ferry from Richmond 
to Tiburón. 
And there was a suggestion that depot 
facilities might be installed on the rail­ 
road just north of San Rafael for receiv­ 
ing shipments of sand, gravel and poss­ 
ibly other construction materials. 
No one can deny that these sugges­ 
tions would provide service of a sort to 
Marin. But it would not be the kind of 
service that builds additional traffic. 
The result more likely would be in the 
opposite direction. 
We already have heard from several 
industries that they will have to move 
away if rail service is permanently cur­ 
tailed. We can hardly expect new indus­ 
tries to want to locate here when rail 
transportation is such a make-shift mat­ 
ter. 
Everything delivered at a depot north 
of San Rafael would, it seems obvious 


to us, be subject to costly relay ship­ 
ment to get it to a plant south of the 
closed tunnel. 
And there are serious questions as to 
how satisfactory the ferry service con­ 
nection would be. We recall that the old 
Richmond-San Rafael auto ferry service 
was subject to suspension on account of 
weather and on account of labor dis­ 
putes. 
If the ferry labor disputes could be 
arranged to coincide with railroad strike 
shutdowns, suspensions of service would 
not increase. But labor disputes cannot 
be arranged so neatly. In fact, they tend 
to arrange themselves for quite an op­ 
posite effect. We cannot forget the pro­ 
tracted tie-ups of the old auto ferry. And 
after every tie-up. there was a fare in­ 
crease to pay the bill. 
No thanks, we don't want that kind of 
a ‘ weak link'’ in the rail service to cen­ 
tral and southern Marin. It is no basis on 
which to build expansion. Quite the op­ 
posite, it would discourage dependence 
on the railroad for supplies. 
As we said above, if the tunnel is not 
rebuilt, we can tell the railroad good 
bye. 
We hope that the I.C.C. and the Cali­ 
fornia Public Utilities Commission keep 
this in mind when considering the rail­ 
road's application for permission to 
abandon the tunnel. 
A more realistic application would be 
for the abandonment of all rail service 
south of the tunnel, for that is what will 
inevitably happen unless the tunnel is 
restored.

months, scores of new cor­ 
poration papers have been 
filed with Secretary of State 
Frank M. Jordan signifying 
the intention of these firms 
to construct and sell bomb 
shelters. 
The public interest in shel­ 
ters is tremendous at the 
present time, and probably 
rightly so. One Sacramento 
firm indicates it has more 
than a thousand orders on 
file for the back-yard holes 
in the ground w'hich may 
mean the difference between 
life and death in the event of 
a nuclear attack on the coast. 


HOWEVER. 
THERE 
are 
pitfalls in which the buying 
public should be interested 
before 
investing 
$1.500 
or 
more in a shelter. 
The 
pitfalls 
are 
simply 
these. Will the shelter pro­ 
vide adequate protection in 
the event of emergency? Will 
the construction be sufficient 
to provide a nominal amount 
of safety? 
It so happens there are no 
standards for bomb shelter 
construction, 
which 
means 
the buying public must place 
its trust in the concern from 
which it buys a shelter. 


ORDINARILY, the vision 
of huge profits in sales of 
something new and a great 
demand for the product could 
bring in the “soft shoe” boys 
who might be promoting on 
the basis of a fast buck in-

stead of protection for the 
public. 
Already, 
warnings 
have 
been issued by the California 
Disaster Office. The consum­ 
er counsel is receiving much 
mail on the subject. The dis­ 
aster office can’t recommend 
one type of shelter over an­ 
other, but some help to the 
buying public may be avail­ 
able from local civil defense 
offices. 
The problem has gone to 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown, who 
is aware of the fact that these 
new 
corporations 
may 
be 
dealing with human life in the 
future, and the governor will 
have something to say on ade-. 
quate protection to the pub­ 
lic in the near future. 
About the only way at the 
present time 
to 
curb 
the 
“gyppo” artists is through the 
laws prohibiting 
false 
and 
misleading advertising, and 
already the attorney general 
is exploring this field. 


MEANWHILE, if individ­ 
uals want home bomb shel­ 
ters, it is up to the individual 
to determine the specifics of 
the construction, weigh the 
adequacy 
of 
one 
shelter 
against its competitor, and 
then buy on his best judge­ 
ment. 
From the number of cor­ 
porations 
filed 
by 
shelter 
construction concerns, the in­ 
dividual at least is going to 
have a wide choice.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
—Except among the Soviet 
bloc delegates, who are hap­ 
py at the prospects, the cor­ 
ridors of the United Nations 
are filled wdth gloom and de­ 
spair. 
The question is not whether 
the death of Dag Hammar­ 
skjöld has brought the U. N. 
to the brink of impotence— 
but why. Why does the loss 
of 
the 
secretary 
general 
thrust into the hands of the 
Soviets their long-sought op­ 
portunity to wreck the U. N., 
or, at the very least, to im­ 
mobilize it totally? 
If its defenders are to have 
any good chance to thwart 
the Communist plan to reduce 
the U. N. to a complete zero 
— except as a Soviet sound­ 
ing board—we must see w hy 
Hammarskjold’s tragic plane 
crash provides a windfall to 
the Soviet bloc and creates a 
situation nearly — but not 
quite—impossible for the ma­ 
jority of the U. N. members 
to rectify. 


THE REASON is this: 
Hammarskjöld 
controlled 
the machinery of the U. N. 
and when the General As­ 
sembly directed him to use 
that machinery, as in the case 
of the Congo, no Soviet veto 
could stop him. 
Only the secretary general 
has this power. 
B e f o r e 
Hamm arskjolds 
death, there was no Soviet 
veto over his action when the 
General Assembly authorized 
him to act and gave him the 
means to act. 
But there is a Soviet veto 
over the election of his suc­ 
cessor. 
For a year now the Soviet 
Union has been seeking a 
way to prevent the U. N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly 
from doing 
anything Moscow doesn’t like. 
Its plan was to replace the 
secretary 
general 
with 
a 
three-man 
committee, 
any 
one of which could block the 
U. N. from doing anything. 


BUT KHRUSHCHEV could 
not impose this immobility on 
the U. N. because it would re­ 
quire an amendment to the 
charter and this could be 
vetoed. 
Thus, however, without a 


secretary general the U. N. 
General 
Assembly 
has 
no 
means through which to act 
and no new secretary gen­ 
eral can be selected without 
the approval of the Soviet 
Union. 
Thus, through the death of 
Hammarskjöld the situation 
is exactly reversed from what 
it was a year ago. Then the 
“troika” method of immobi­ 
lizing the General Assembly 
could be vetoed. Now the 
General Assembly is without 
any executive head wrho can 
act on its authority and his 
replacement can be vetoed 
by Moscow. 
This is why the United Na­ 
tions is on the brink of im­ 
potence and the advantage is 
almost wholly with Moscow. 


B l T NOT QUITE. There is 
one way out and, if I under­ 
stand the facts, only one way 
out. 
While a new secretary gen­ 
eral can only be elected with 
the approval of the five per­ 
manent members of the Se­ 
curity Council, 
an interim 
secretary general can be nam­ 
ed by a two-thirds majority 
of the General Assembly. 
This would give the Gen­ 
eral Assembly a temporary 
executive head wdth power to 
use the machinery of the U. 
N. at the direction of the 
General 
Assembly 
until a 
new' secretary general could, 
if ever, be agreed upon by the 
Big Five. There would be no 
veto available over this deci­ 
sion. 
Thus it is now in the hands 
of the unaligned and newly 
independent 
nations, 
who 
could alone provide the two- 
thirds majority, to rescue the

"SHOULD BE 16' 
Age Of Consent Law 


Hit By State Bar 


MONTEREY Of) — The Cali­ 
fornia State Bar opened its an- 
n u a 1 
convention 
yesterday 
with agreement on resolutions 
concerning 
communism 
and 
Juvenile sex. 
The 2,000 lawyers and judges 
turned down overwhelmingly 
an American Legion backed 
resolution 
that 
membership 
in the Communist Party be 
made automatic grounds for 
disbarment. The vote was 337 
to 45. 
Bar 
President 
James 
G. 
Sheppard said that it his be- 
lief that expressly forbidding 
communists to practice law 
would be ineffective. 
“If the Communist Party 
changed its name to the John 
Smirch Society, the inefefctive- 
ness of such legislature would 
be obvious to anyone,” Shep­ 
pard said. 
In regard to juvenile sex, 
the delegates adopted a com­ 
mittee’s report on a year-long 
study on the problems of stat­ 
utory rape, urging the State 
Legislature to lower the age 
of female consent from age 18 
to age 16. 
It was the bar’s view that 
dropping the age at which a 
girl can legally agree to sexual 
intercouse would protect men 
and boys from sexually aggres­ 
sive girls and black-mailing 
parents. 
In a resolution, the delegates 
emphasized that the change 
should be made because girls 


of today are perhaps more 
knowledgeable about sex mat­ 
ters than were girls of 1913, 
when the age was last fixed. 
In effect, the statutory rape 
law makes it a felony for a 
male to haye sexual inter­ 
course with a female below the 
legal age of consent regardless 
of who is the aggressor and re­ 
gardless of whether or not the 
girl consents. 
The committee report noted 
that the legislature first set 
the age of consent at age 10 in 
1872. raised it to 14 in 1889, 
to 16 in 1897 and then to 18 in 
1913. 
“There has been a progres­ 
sive 
increases 
in 
cases 
in 
which the female is the aggres­ 
sor,” the report stated. “In 
such cases, serious doubt has 
been raised whether the ends 
of justice require prosecution. 
“Prosecutors are many times 
under pressure of parents of 
the girls involved to file statu­ 
tory rape charges, whereas a 
m i s d e m e a n o r prosecution 
might better fit the facts. 
“This problem is particularly 
aggravated in areas w h e r e 
large numbers of servicemen 
are 
released 
on 
temporary 
leave and are victimized by 
sexually aggressive girls,” the 
committee report concluded. 
The Conference of Bar Dele­ 
gates is meeting at the Monte­ 
rey County Fairgrounds, and 
the Conference of California 
Judges is in session at the 
Casa Munras Hotel.

Among reasons given for de­ 
nying permits was that Novato 
lacked sufficient population to 
support such an organization.

| this develonment as a wav to 
eliminate the confusion that 
now surrounds the names of 
meat cuts. 
Cullen cited 
just

ample of the confusion. “The 
cut known as the K.C. steak in 
Kansas City is called a top loin 
steak in Chicago and is known 
by 10 or 12 other names across 
the country.” he said. 
“ In this day and time when 
people move halfway across the 
country on ten days' notice, this 
can make it most confusing to 
i buy- meat,” Cullen said. “ Ulti­ 
mately 
the real 
method of 
standardization of meat c u t s 
will have to be on the basis of 
how to cook them.'’ Under this 
plan, he explained, housewives 
w o u l d have such choices as 
ground beef (or pork or Iambi 
or meat for stewing, roasting, 
braising or broiling.

These flavors intensify when 
frozen. 


Foods seasoned w ith onions 
are equally disappointing when 
frozen, since freezing weakens 
the flavor of onions. 
Frozen cooked meat tends to 
have a warmed-up flavor when 
; reheated. For 
better 
flavor, 


i freeze the raw meat and cook 
after thawing. 
Potatoes frozen in chunks 
i become mushy when thawed. 
It is avisable to add fresh po- 
! tatoes to frozen stew or other 
mixtures w h e n preparing to 
! serve. 


When preparing a casserole 
containing vegetables to be 
frozen, undercook slightly to 
| avoid overcooking the vegeta­ 
bles in the finished dish. 
Frozen white sauce thick- 


ened with flour or cornstarch 
tends to separate when thawed, 
so freeze only the meat and 
broth and prepare the sauce 
just before serving. 


Custard-type pie f i l l i n g s 
have a poor consistency after 
freezing. 
For safety’s sake, never try 
to freeze a stuffed turkey. The 
stuffing may spoil before the 
turkev is thoroughly frozen.
